THIS  record  is  not  presented  as  a  complete  Gene¬ 
alogy.  It  has  been  prepared  from  information 
and  facts  collected,  covering  a  period  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  years.  The  greatest  difficulty  was  to  secure 
information  relative  to  Christian  Riblet  and  his  son 
Bartholomew  Riblet.  We  have  been  unable  to  secure 
any  information  of  Christian  Riblet’ s  wife  and  we  are 
especially  desirous  of  securing  information  of  his  family 
in  France.  Most  of  the  information  relating  to  Barthol¬ 
omew  Riblet  and  his  family  has  been  received  from 
Pennsylvania  History  and  its  Archives.  The  interest 
shown  at  the  family  reunion  in  1924  encouraged  us  to 
make  the  effort  to  bring  the  family  line  to  the  present 
date.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  those  who  responded 
to  our  request  for  information  relating  to  the  family 
and  are  sorry  that  some  seemed  indifferent  to  the  request 
for  information  desired.  We  hope  this  history,  imperfect 
as  it  is,  will  be  an  incentive  for  others  to  become  inter¬ 
ested  and  add  to  the  incomplete  lines  of  marriages, 
deaths  and  births.  The  time  and  effort  in  preparing 
this  history  has  been  gladly  given  and  it  is  hoped  the 
Christian  living  and  patriotism  as  shown  by  this  history 
of  our  ancestry  will  stand  as  an  example  and  guidance 
to  the  lives  of  the  present  and  coming  generations.

THE  DESCENDANTS  OF  CHRISTIAN  RIBLET 


Christian  Riblet,  the  ancestor,  was  a  French- 
Huguenot,  and  escaped  from  France  during  the  per¬ 
secution  that  occurred  when  The  Edict  of  Nantes  was 
revoked  in  1685.  He  took  refuge  in  Germany,  where 
he  remained  for  a  number  of  years,  when  he  decided 
to  come  to  America,  and  with  his  son  Bartholomew 
sailed,  on  the  ship  “Hope  of  London,”  Dan  Reid, 
Captain,  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes,  arriving  in 
Philadelphia,  August,  1733.  (Christian  Roblet,  Rupp’s 
30,000  Immigrants.)  They  settled  in  Northampton 
County,  Pa.  Nothing  further  is  known  about  Christian 
Riblet. 

Bartholomew  Riblet  (Christian).  Bartholomew 
Riblet  was  known  in  life  as  “Bartley”  Riblet.  He 
married  Catherine  Livegood  or  Livengood,  a  Huguenot, 
who  also  came  from  Germany.  To  them  were  born  a 
large  family  of  thirteen  children.  Bartholomew  Riblet 
(Bath’w  Rivel),  on  Oct.  5th,  1757,  was  one  of  the  signers, 
of  a  petition,  from  Lehigh  Township,  Northampton  Co., 
to  the  Governor,  for  men  and  arms  to  protect  the  com¬ 
munity  against  Indians.  (Frontier  Forts  of  Pa.,  Vol.  1, 
page  247.)

John  and  his  family  settled  in  Erie  Co.,  Pa.,  in  1802, 
about  the  same  time  Christian  and  his  family  moved  to 
Union  Co.,  Pa. 

Peter  Riblet’s  military  service:  in  1778  was  on  the 
roll  of  Captain  Andrew  Irvin’s  Company,  7th  Pa.  Regi¬ 
ment,  Col.  William  Irvin.

Abraham  Riblet’s  (Abraham  Ribblet)  military  ser¬ 
vice:  On  July,  1776,  he  was  a  private  in  Captain  Jacob 
Klotz’s  Company  of  Col.  Matthias  Slough’s  Battalion 
of  The  Flying  Camp.

Christian  Riblet  (Bartholomew).  B.  Aug.  18th, 
1761,  Northampton  Co.,  Pa.;  D.  April  6th,  1844;  M. 

B.  Aug.  18th, 
1763;  D.  Nov.  9th,  1852,  daughter  of  John  David  and 
Christina  (Ehro)  Shull. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  enlisted  for  military  service  in 
the  Revolutionary  War.  His  military  record  is  as  follows : 
enlisted  July  29th,  1776,  for  three  months  as  a  Private 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Nicholas  Kern  and 
Colonel  Arndt.  August  23rd,  1779,  for  two  months  as 
a  Sergeant  under  command  of  Captain  John  Reader  and 
Colonel  Stephen  Balliet.  On  November  4th,  or  5th, 
1779  he  again  enlisted  as  an  Orderly  Sergeant.  All  the 
enlistments  were  made  at  Allen  Township,  Northampton 
Co.,  Pa.  No  statements  were  given  as  to  any  battles 
engaged  in.  (U.  S.  Pension  Bureau.)  In  1781  Christian 
Riblet  (Crain  Riblat)  was  on  the  first  class  muster  roll 
of  Captain  Jacob  Clater’s  Company.  (Pa.  Ar.  5th  series, 
Vol.  8,  page  159.) 

Christian  Riblet’s  (Christian  Ribel’s)  name  appears 
on  the  muster  roll  3rd  Battalion,  2nd  Company,  North¬ 
ampton  County,  first  class,  Lt.  Col.  Nicholas  Kern, 
Captain  Jacob  Clater.  (Pa.  Ar.  5th  series,  Vol.  8,  page 
280.) 

In  1831  he  and  his  wife  moved  to  Ohio  with  their  son, 
Daniel  Riblet  and  family.  He  applied  for  pension 
May  23rd,  1834,  and  gave  his  residence  as  Richland 
County,  Ohio.  He  received  a  pension  of  ninety-six 
dollars  ($96.00)  a  year.  He  was  blind  about  fifteen 
years  before  his  death,  the  blindness  supposed  to  have 
been  caused  by  exposure  during  the  time  he  was  in  the 
army.  He  died  April  6th,  1844,  at  the  home  of  his  son 
Daniel  Riblet,  and  is  buried  in  the  grave-yard  near 
“Riblet  Corners,”  Richland  County,  Ohio.  His  grave 
has  a  marker  placed  there  by  the  Mansfield,  Ohio,  Chapter 
of  the  D.  A.  R. 

Christina  Magdalene  Shull,  daughter  of  John  David 
and  Christina  (Ehro)  Shull,  was  born  Aug.  18,  1763,  and 
was  married  to  Christian  Riblet  in  Nov.  1783.  She  was 
a  great  favorite  with  all  her  friends,  and  was  considered 
“very  nice.”  She  had  a  crippled  foot  which  was  caused 
during  a  night  alarm  of  Indians,  when  the  mother  took 
the  children  to  the  attic  for  safety:  in  the  darkness, 
Christina  stepped  on  an  ax,  the  result  of  which  was  a 
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crippled  foot.  As  a  child,  Christina,  with  her  brothers 
and  sisters,  had  as  playmates  the  children  of  the  friendly 
roving  Indians,  who  made  willow  ware  and  bead  work. 
The  family  lived  near  some  wealthy  Quakers  who  had 
had  one  of  their  little  girls  carried  off  by  the  Indians. 
These  facts  together  with  the  experiences  she  had  as  a 
child,  served  to  make  interesting  tales  for  the  grand¬ 
children,  who  never  tired  of  listening  to  these  “wonder¬ 
ful”  stories  she  had  to  tell  them,  and  the  children  were 
all  very  fond  of  her.  She  taught  them  German,  and  they 
could  not  speak  English  when  she  took  them  to  school 
in  the  new  home  in  Ohio.  She  explained  to  the  teacher 
that  the  children  would  not  give  any  trouble,  but  she 
must  have  patience  until  they  learned  the  rules  and 
language.  She  died  in  Richland  County,  at  the  home  of 
her  son,'  Daniel  Riblet,  November  9,  1852,  and  is  buried 
beside  her  husband,  Christian  Riblet,  in  the  grave-yard 
near  “Riblet  Corners”  Richland  County,  Ohio.

It  is  known  from  an  old  family  Bible,  that  Jacob 
Riblet  had  the  following  children:  Daniel  Henry, 
Jacob  Jeremiah,  William,  Calvin  and  a  daughter  Mary 
Ann. 

Catherine  Riblet,  known  as  “Aunt  Steese,”  after  her 
husband’s  death,  made  her  home  with  her  brother,  Daniel 
Riblet,  until  the  time  of  her  death,  when  she  was  buried 
in  his  family  lot  in  the  Gabon  Cemetery. 

John  David  Shull,  the  father  of  Christina  Magdalene, 
is  supposed  to  have  emigrated  to  this  country,  but  no 
record  is  given  as  to  when  he  came  or  the 'date  of  his 
birth,  but  on  the  tax  list  of  Berks  County,  Pa.,  in  1771, 
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John  David  Shull,  was  recorded  the  first  time  as  a  “poor 
man”  an  “Inmate”  (servant)  which  corroborated  with 
the  family  tradition  of  having  lost  all  by  the  hands  of 
the  Indians  and  depreciated  Continental  money.  His 
tax  changed  very  little  until  1779,  when  he  paid  tax  for 
30  acres  of  land  and  1  cattle.  In  1781  he  paid  for  40 
acres  and  1  horse.  In  May  31,  1791,  he  paid  for  50  acres 
of  warranted  land,  only  three  acres  were  cleared.  In 
1793  he  is  mentioned  the  last  time  on  the  tax  for  41  acres, 
1  horse,  1  cow.  He  resided  in  Berks  Co.  about  22  years. 
The  patriotic  spirit  was  strong  with  the  Shulls  as  the 
“muster  rolls”  show.  John  David  served  three  times 
as  a  substitute  for  Quakers  and  was  with  George  Wash¬ 
ington’s  Army  when  crossing  the  Delaware  River  on 
Christmas  night,  1776. 

The  first  enumeration,  records  the  John  David  Shull 
family,  consisting  of  two  males  above  sixteen  years 
old,  one  male  under  sixteen  and  two  females.  The  last 
home  of  John  David  Shull  and  wife  was  in  The  Irish 
Valley,  Northumberland  County,  Pa.,  four  miles  north 
of  Shamokin  and  near  his  eldest  son,  Peter  Shull.  John 
David  Shull  died  a  premature  death.  He  was  sitting 
on  his  porch  in  the  evening  and  when  entering  his  cabin 
to  retire,  tried  to  close  the  door,  something  hindered  and 
he  supposed  it  was  his  cane,  which  he  had  dropped,  and 
stooped  to  pick  it  up  and  touched  what  proved  to  be  a 
copper-head  snake  which  bit  him  and  caused  his  death. 
On  the  day  announced  for  his  burial,  the  Shamokin 
Creek  was  flooding  so  it  could  not  be  forded,  neither 
was  a  bridge  spanning  in  those  days,  therefore  he  was 
buried  in  one  of  the  fields.  He  died  about  1795.  His 
homestead  of  sixteen  acres  was  surveyed  Jan.  3,  1817. 
(Pa.  Ar.)  Letters  of  administration  were  granted  to  his 
widowed  wife  and  eldest  son,  Peter,  Nov.,  1795. 

Daniel  Riblet  (Christian,  Bartholomew).  B.  in 
Pennsylvania,  Sept.  16,  1794,  son  of  Christian  and 
Christina  Magdalene  (Shull)  Riblet;  D.  Nov.  6,  1866. 
He  was  married  to  Catherine  Haflich  in  1814.  On  their 
way  home  from  the  church  after  the  ceremony,  they 
counted  their  money  and  found  they  had  fifty  cents 
between  them  with  which  to  start  housekeeping.  Their 
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home  was  a  combination  of  store,  post-office,  school  and 
home.  In  the  winter  he  taught  school  and  with  the  aid 
of  the  wife  and  elder  children,  the  store  and  post-office 
business  was  taken  care  of.  He  drove  to  Philadelphia 
to  buy  goods  for  the  store  and  to  sell  through  the  country 
on  his  way  home.  During  harvest  time,  he  and  his  wife 
hired  out  to  cut  grain  in  the  fields  with  a  sickle.  They 
lived  at  Rows  Church,  Union  County,  near  Selins  Grove, 
Pa. 

In  1831,  with  his  wife  and  nine  children  and  his  parents, 
he  moved  to  Ohio.  In  moving  they  had  two  covered 
wagons,  one  a  two  horse  team  and  used  to  carry  the 
household  goods  and  the  other  a  one  horse  team  to  carry 
the  women  and  little  children.  He  left  his  family  with 
friends  at  Massillon,  Ohio,  while  he  and  some  friends 
rode  on  horse  back  west  of  Mansfield,  in  search  of  good 
land.  He  returned  for  his  family  and  located  in  section 
25,  Richland  County,  Sandusky  Township,  Ohio.  Much 
hard  work  was  involved  in  building  the  cabin  and  all 
the  other  work  connected,  but  with  determination  and 
perseverance  the  new  home  was  soon  established.  The 
inspiration  of  starting  a  hotel  came  in  the  following 
way:  some  men  with  a  drove  of  hogs  were  overtaken 
in  a  snow  storm  toward  night  and  when  they  came  to 
grandfather’s  house,  they  asked  to  remain  over  night 
and  to  have  their  hogs  fed.  Grandfather  said  that  he 
could  not  do  this  as  he  did  not  have  the  room  to  keep 
the  men  or  corn  to  feed  the  hogs.  The  drivers  insisted 
they  were  not  able  to  go  on  and  that  grandfather  must 
take  care  of  them. 

At  last  he  consented  to  do  so,  and  sent  the  boys  to 
the  nearest  neighbors  to  buy  corn.  Grandmother  and 
the  girls  started  to  get  supper  for  the  drovers  and  made 
beds  for  them  on  the  floor.  Grandmother  and  the 
children  slept  in  the  attic.  After  their  breakfast  the 
next  morning  they  paid  for  their  accommodations  and 
care  of  the  hogs;  meals  were  served  at  the  price  of  a 
shilling  each,  and  after  they  were  on  their  way,  grand¬ 
father  sat  down  and  counted  his  money,  which  was  all 
in  silver,  and  called  grandmother’s  attention  to  the 
amount  of  money  he  had  taken  in,  and  remarked  that 
“this  kind  of  work  would  pay”  and  from  thence  started 
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to  develop  the  hotel  business.  In  a  short  time  an  addi¬ 
tion  was  built  on  the  house  and  a  sign  erected.  This 
brought  him  the  post-office  and  a  stage-coach  station. 
Many  travelers  on  their  way  to  make  new  homes,  stopped 
here  at  the  hotel  over  night  and  they  often  entertained 
people  of  distinction  and  sometimes  they  had  a  group 
of  Indians  over  night  as  their  guests,  and  on  these  occa¬ 
sions  the  elder  boys  had  to  serve  as  guards  during  the 
night;  however,  they  never  had  any  trouble  with  their 
Indian  guests.  Grandfather  was  fond  of  hunting  and 
was  a  good  marksman.  It  greatly  pleased  the  Indians 
that  he  would  sometimes  shoot  at  the  mark  with  them. 

He  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  eighteen  years  and 
sale’s  crier  for  the  community,  married  over  a  hundred 
couples  and  prepared  his  own  marriage  certificates.  He 
also  sometimes  served  at  children’s  funerals.  One 
time  after  he  had  married  a  couple,  the  bridegroom 
handed  him  fifty  cents  and  said,  “take  out  the  change.” 
Another  time  a  man  came  to  see  him  about  performing 
the  wedding  ceremony,  said  they  wanted  it  to  be  sort 
of  “solemn  like”  as  his  first  wife  had  not  been  dead 
but  a  very  few  weeks,  the  bride  to  be,  in  order  to  help 
with  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion  was  going  to  wear 
the  first  wife’s  black  silk  dress.  He  also  requested 
grandfather  not  to  have  bells  on  the  horse,  it  being 
winter  time.  This  was  to  help  make  the  occasion  more 
solemn  like.  Grandfather  replied  to  him,  “if  you  have 
no  more  respect  for  your  wife,  why  should  I?” 

He  served  two  terms  in  the  Ohio  Legislature,  1840-44, 
and  State  Senator  for  a  term,  1850-51.  He  was  given 
a  “complimentary”  vote  and  came  within  five  votes  of 
going  to  Congress.  He  left  the  farm  and  moved  to 
Gabon,  Ohio,  in  1853  and  where  he  was  an  active  citizen 
and  did  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  and  was  highly 
esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him,  as  a  type  of  a  good 
Christian  man  and  citizen. 

He  died  November  6th,  1866,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
two,  and  his  funeral  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  Gabon, 
and  attended  by  people  in  all  walks  of  life,  who  honored 
him  as  their  friend.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  had 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  descendants:  Children, 
grand-children  and  great-grand-children.  At  the  time 
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of  his  death,  it  was  said  he  was  worth  twenty -five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  which  at  that  time  was  considered  to 
amount  to  great  wealth.  He  had  a  family  of  twelve 
children  who  all  lived  to  marry  and  leave  the  parents’ 
home  before  any  of  them  died,  and  most  of  them  lived 
to  pass  the  three  score  and  ten  or  the  four  score  mark. 
Two,  David  Riblet,  and  Amelia  Riblet  Knisely,  lived 
to  pass  their  ninetieth  birthdays. 

He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Galion,  Ohio,  the 
land  for  same  had  been  given  to  the  town  by  him.  It 
might  be  said  here,  that  when  Mr.  Riblet  was  a  very 
young  boy  he  was  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  Church, 
to  which  he  was  a  faithful  and  useful  member  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Nine  of  his  children  were  born  in  Pennsylvania  and 
also  baptized  there:  the  other  three  were  born  and 
baptized  in  Ohio. 

Catherine  Haflich,  was  born  Oct.  10th,  1797,  and 
was  married  to  Daniel  Riblet  in  1814.  She  was  a  very 
quiet,  modest  woman  a  hard  worker  and  very  economical: 
a  good  housewife  and  mother.  She  was  also  a  faithful 
member  of  the  German  Lutheran  Church.  She  died 
April  21st,  1872,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband, 
in  the  Galion  Cemetery.

D.  F.  Shull  was  bom  and  raised  on  a  farm  in  Sandusky 
Township,  Richland  County,  Ohio,  and  attended  the 
district  school.  At  the  age  of  19  he  entered  the  Drug 
Store  of  C.  Shunway,  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  to  leam  the 
Drug  business.  He  engaged  himself  for  three  years,  the 
salary  the  first  year  $75.  and  room,  the  second  year  $150, 
and  the  third  year  $250.  At  the  end  of  the  third  year  he 
engaged  himself  for  another  year  at  a  salary  of  $50  per 
month.  In  the  fall  of  1876  he  went  to  Philadelphia  to 
enter  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  while  attending 
college  paid  his  expenses  by  working  in  a  Drug  store  at 
all  the  spare  time  he  could  give.  Graduated  from  the 
college  in  the  spring  of  1878  and  went  to  New  York  City 
where  he  worked  in  a  Drug  store  until  the  fall  of  the 
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same  year,  when  he  returned  to  Philadelphia,  and  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Drug  Store  of  Thomas  R.  Comb,  3928 
Market  St.,  as  head  clerk.  In  April,  1879,  he  purchased

Owning 
as  much  as  ten  thousand  acres  at  one  time,  was  one  of 
the  first  to  introduce  a  system  in  that  section,  of  crop¬ 
ping  timber  by  cutting  only  trees  to  a  certain  size.  He 
is  a  32nd  degree  Mason,  member  of  Lulu  Temple,  a 
member  of  The  Manufacturers’  Club,  The  Ohio  Society 
of  Philadelphia,  The  Sons  of  The  American  Revolution, 
He  has  been  a  member  of  The  Walnut  St.  Presbyterian 
Church  ever  since  coming  to  Philadelphia.  During  The 
World  War,  he  was  a  member  of  The  Philadelphia  Home 
Defense  Reserve  Guard,  serving  two  years  with  Com¬ 
pany  I,  5th  Division:  was  mustered  out  of  the  service 
December  27,  1919.
